The monthly meeting of the Evangelica) 
Ministers’ Association developed some live. 
ly matters of pertinent interest just ar 
this time. discussion of the 
meeting arose over @ propagition to in.- 
a local drug company which had 
agreed to stop selling anything on Sun- 
day but medicines 

The resolution.to indorse was introduc. 
ed by Frank EPakes, the pastor of 
the Wesley Memorial Methodist church 
In his remarks stating why he introduced 
ang favored the adoption of the resolu. 
tion, Dr. Eakes said: 

‘T think the drug stores in this commu. 
nt of harm to 
religious life of this city and to Chrig. 
nk that when a 
drug store proprietor comes out and stands 
firm on king proposition we 
ought to give him our indorsement, ang 
if he was in my nelghborhoodg he would 
get every dollar of my trade.” 

The remarks Dr. FEakes were the 
signal for a perfect storm of discussion 
Dr Charles E. Dowman spoke against 
adopting the resolution, that it 
would open the way for numerous other 
similar indorsements. He said that if the 
drug store was indorsed then every man 
who quit his job because he had to work 
on Sunday ought to have the hearty in- 
dorsement of the ministers’ association. 
At this juncture some one of minig- 
ters broke in and said: 

“Yes, and we ought to feed and clothe 
him while wWe are getting him a job.” 

Rev. Virgil Norcross convulsed the meet. 
ing with laughter when he exclaimed; 

“Let us pass this resolution, brethren, 
and if we dO We wil! be in the ‘sweet’ 
business. We are accustomed to hand 
out bitter medicine and pills to those who 
by their actions arouse our displeasure— 
therefore, let us hand out a sweet morsel 
to this friend and brother who has fallen 
in line with God’s commands.” 

Rev. George Herbert Mack, D.D., the 
pastor of the Cumberland Presbyterian 
church, objected strenuously to the pas- 
sage of the resolution, but when it was 
passed, insisted on one being passed in- 
dorsing the position of a loca) afternoon 
paper in not publishing a Sunday paper 
or accepting whisky advertisements. 

Rev. Shaler Hillyer expressed the opin. 
ion that the matter was one for the 
courts to deal with—that if the drug stores 
were breaking the state law, they ought 
to be made obey by the courts 

The matter was brought to the attention 
of the association by Rev. Dr. Robb, & 
Methodist pastor, of this city. Rev. Dr. 
Hunnicutt, pastor of Payne Memorial 
Methodist church, said: 

‘We, as a body and as individuals, are 
in this world to help others, and this 
will help the brother's feelings if noth- 
ing else, and I am therefore in favor of 
passing it.”’ 

The motion finally prevailed and the eec- 
retary was instructeg to send a copy of 
the motion to the proprietor of the drug 
store. 

Drs. Torrey and Alexander were present 
at the meeting and Dr. Torrey made & 
brief address in which he stated that he 
did not believe it was wise or necessary 
for the church to close either their Sun- 
day night or Wednesday night services.
